The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a profit 
margin report including a graph comprising a first axis, a second axis and a plurality of 
nodes taken in combination with a system operable on at least one computer for 
displaying planning information associated with a supply chain as recited in claim 9. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a report 
including a bar graph comprising a first axis, a bar and a marker on the bar taken in 
combination with a system operable on at least one computer for displaying information 
associated with a supply chain as recited in independent claim 14. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a plant 
distribution report that includes a bottom panel comprising a first axis, a second axis a 
plurality of icons representing resources in the supply chain taken in combination with a 
system operating on at least one computer for displaying planning information 
associated with a supply chain as recited in independent claim 22. 
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The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a cashflow 
report comprising a three-dimensional display comprising a bottom panel, a left panel 
and a right panel taken in combination with a method operable on at least one computer 
for displaying planning information associated with a supply chain as recited in 
independent claim 25. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a profit 
margin report including a graph comprising a first axis, a second axis and a plurality of 
nodes taken in combination with a method operable on at least one computer for 
displaying planning information associated with a supply chain as recited in claim 33. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a report 
including a bar graph comprising a first axis, a bar associated with a product in the 
supply chain, a marker on the bar taken in combination with a method operable on at 
least one computer for displaying planning information associated with a supply chain 
as recited in independent claim 38. 

The prior art taken alone or in combination failed to teach or suggest a 
distribution report that includes a bottom panel comprising a first axis, a second axis 
and a plurality of icons representing resources in the supply chain taken in combination 
with a method operating on at least one computer for displaying planning information 
associated with a supply chain as recited in independent claim 45.
